The task of qu estioning wit­ 
nesses and cross examinations 
continu ed' today in circu it cou rt 
before the ju ry hearing the case 
of the state against Walter Far- 
low, Richard Farlow and Morris 
Childers, charged with assau lt 
and battery with intent to k ill. 
Roy Ru ssell, 
a former 
farm 
hand on the Farlow farm is the 
prosecu ting witness. 
Childers, who did1 not appear 
at the opening of the trial, re­ 
ported to Ju dge Spark s shortly 
after noon yesterday and 
took 
his place at the defense 
table. 
All three face the same charge 
the ou tcome of a fight on the 
Farlow farm Au gu st 2. 
A large nu mber of witnesses 
were called and cross examina­ 
tion was slow and tediou s. Tne 
state finished with its testimony 
yesterday and the defense wit­ 
nesses were being called today. 
It was expected that the re­ 
mainder of the day wou ld be ne­ 
cessary for 
hearing 
witnesses 
and that argu ments wou ld not 
come before the ju ry u ntil Wed­ 
nesday. 
\ 
A large/rock , alleged to have 
been u sed in the fight, was dis­ 
played tm the state’s table. The 
inju ries to Ru ssell were alleged 
to have been' done with a chisel 
and tire tool thrown at the 
vou th, one strik ing him in the 
head and the other in the k nee. 
There were a nu mber of eye 
witnesses to the fight and these 
were all being qu estioned close- 
iy. 
The defense maintained that 
Ru ssell has addicted to fits of 
rage and tha t the cau se of the 
ou tbu rst on this date was the 
throwing of water on Ru sseli 
by one of the Farlow children as 
he was watering the horses. The 
state attempted' to show 
that 
the two Farlows and 
Childers 
went farther than was necessary 
to su bdu e Ru ssell. 
In the Moscow school case, Ed 
Gahimer, 
tru stee of 
Orange 
township and one of the defen­ 
dants in the inju nction case, 
filed a motion to dissolve the 
temporary inju nction. A similar 
motion had already been filed by 
other defendants, the members 
of the advisory 
board. Ju dge 
Spark s had not ru led on either 
motion today. 
One new su it was filed with 
the cou nty clerk . Emma J. Price 
filed su it against Donnie Dagler 
for a partition of real estate.

Graf Zeppelin Sails Over North 
Atlantic On Her Homeward 
Flight To Germany 


EXACT POSITION NOT 
DEFINITELY PLACED 


(By the Associated Press) 
Bu ck ing a moderate sou theast 
gale, the dirigible Graf Zeppelin 
was far ou t to sea today over the 
North Atlantic on her homeward 
jou rney to Friedrichshafen. 
The exact position of the hu ge 
airliner, which is completing the 
first rou nd trip commercial air 
voyage, was not entirely clear. 
There was no dfou bt, however. 
J;hat she was flying a northerly 
rou te along the normal steam ­ 
ship lanes with the possibility 
tha t she was heading sightly 
sou thward. 
Althou gh her exact position 
was obscu re becau se of the lack 
of position messages from her, 
there was direct

Bankers of Neb raska have completed plans 
to offer a standing reward of $5,000 for every 
dead bank rob b er. The rob b er must b e shot in 
the act o f fob b ing a b ank for the offer to b e 
effectiv e. 
It might b e a good thing for the Neb raska 
b ankers to 
consider the 
experience of Texas. 
The Texas b ankers^did the same thing; 
and 
w hat did two peace officers do b ut find a couple 
o f homeless Mexicans, “frame” them at the en­ 
trance of a b ank and shoot them dead for the 
reward! 
The plan is susceptib le of grave ab uses. Still, 
it must b e admitted that a desperate condition 
calls for a desperate remedy. 
Our police and 
court system have so often proven inadeq uate 
that b ankers can hardly b e b lamed for taking 
drastic measures to protect themselves. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 
A b ulletin from the National Safety Council 
makes the pleasing prediction that automob iles 
in the United States will kill 8000 persons during 
the last three months of the year. 
It adds that if the rate to date continues, 
the year’s auto death roll will b e well ab ove 
24,000. 
It is amazing, when you stop to think ab out 
it, that these figures do not stir us into a demand 
for instant action. If an epidemic were to b reak 
out suddenly and take a toll like that, we should 
get b usy at 
once. 
Every 
resource that 
we 
possess would b e mob ilized to save lives. But we 
accept the auto death rate almost without giving 
it a second thought. 
Very soon we must recognize this m atter of 
traffic deaths as one of the major prob lems of 
our national life. 


NO REVOLT IN BRITAIN. 
British lab or desires no revolt and has re­ 
jected the 
leadership of Moscow 
according to 
well known English industrialists now visiting in 
the United States. 
Instead in the future there 
is to b e more cooperation b etween capital and 
lab or, and already, one of the visitors declared, 
“the b y-products of cooperation are many and 
striking. 
British lab or is not looking to Moscow 
for leadership, and it has ho use for class hatred 
and revolution. 
It realizes that its prospects for 
b etterm ent is through the prosperity of industry.” 
The swing of British lab or away from the 


radicate in the past few months has indeed b een 
a reassuring sign of world sanity. The time was 
when it looked as though British lab or might go 
radical. 
After the British government had rec- 
organized the reds, the communists immediately 
b egan to b ore from within, and to try to sap the 
foundations of British constitutional government. 
When the disastrous general strike was declared 
the reds were b usy everywhere sowing the seed 
of discord and attem pting to fan the flames of 
revolution. 
But the radicals did not win and the con­ 
structive lab or leaders b egan to get control of 
the lab or movement in Great Britain, just as 
they have had control of the lab or movement in 
the United States. 
As a result there has b een 
more cooperation b etween employer and em­ 
ploye in the past few months. 
The world-wide signs are indeed not encour­ 
aging from ' the 
communist 
standpoint. 
In 
China the reds seem to have decidedly-the worst 
of it'; their schemes on the continent of Europe 
seem to have gone awry; there is no little or no 
danger of a successful red movement in France 
or Germany, and the swing to the right of the 
lab or movement in Great Britain has b een noted 
ab ove. 
In 'the United States the 
communists are 
b usy as usual b oring from within. In this cam­ 
paign year they have filed a ticket in the majority 
of the states and have used this as a vehicle for 
training red speakers for the future. But in this 
country the responsib le lab or leaders have always 
stood against’ Moscow domination and will con­ 
tinue so to stand. 
It is too b ad that a few of 
our so-called intelligentsia do not have the good 
sense to follow suit. 
The workers in America have realized for 
a long time that the b est thing for their cause 
is not revolution, b ut stab le government, and a 
prosperous industry. 
If this is b ecoming the 
concensus of opinion among the lab oring groups 
in Great Britain the red cause there is indeed 
on the wane.

Lexing ton, Ky . (J P)—Discov ery 
of new ev idence of a tribe 
of 
pfe-hujtoric Indians in, Chris­ 
tian county of w estern Kentucky 
is reported by Prof. W. D. Funk- 
houser and Prof. W. S. Webb of 
the Univ ersity of Kentucky , who 
hav e been excav ating an ancient 
ceremonial mound. The objects 
disclosed by th e 
search 
are 
among the most ancient 
ev er 
found in Kentucky , 
univ ersity 
archeolog ists declare. 
The C hristian county mound 
was 10 feet hig h and had a rad­ 
ius of about 75 feet. A crew of 
laborers remov ed 
1,6 00 
cubic 
y ards of dirt before the scienti­ 
fic inv estig ators reliev ed 
the 
workmen for the final excav at­ 
ing . 
The base of the mound, it was 
found, had been used as a cere­ 
monial site with ancient altars, 
skeletons, pottery

sig ns of pre-historic life in ev i­ 
dence. Foundations of the struc­ 
tures of worship indicated th at 
the houses were built by sink­ 
ing rows of posts for the walls, 
w ith posts in the center, to sup­ 
port the roof m ade of interwov en 
brush and twig s.

SEVERE MEASURES. ' 


V Bankers of Nebraska have completed plans 
to offer a standing reward of $5,000 for every 
dead bank robber. The robber must be shot in 
ttSte act of, robbing a bank for the offer to be 
effective1. 


It might be a good thing for the Nebraska 


bankers to consider the experience of Texas. 
The Texas bankers^did the same thing; and 
what did two peace officers do but find a couple 
of homeless Mexicans, "frame" them at the en- 
jferance of a bank and shoot them- dead for the 
reward! 


The plan is sasceptible of grave abuses. Still, 


it must be admitted that a desperate condition 
calls for a desperate remedy. Our police and 
court system have so often proven inadequate 
that bankers can hardly be blamed for taldnl? 
drastic measures to protect themselves. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 


A bulletin from the National Safety Council1 


makes the pleasing prediction that automobiles 
in the United States will kill 8000 persons during 
the last three months of the year. 


It adds that if the rate to date continues, 


the year's auto death roll will be well above 
24,000. 


It is amazing, when you stop to think about 


it, that these figures do not stir us into a demand 
for instant action. If an epidemic were to break 
out suddenly and take a toll like that, we should 
get busy at once. 
Every resource that 
we 


possess would be mobilized to save lives. But we 
accept the auto death rate almost without giving 
it a second thought. 


Very soon we must recognize this matter of 


traffic deaths as one of the major problems of 
our national life.

NO REVOLT IN BRITAIN. 


British labor desires no revolt and has re- 


jected the leadership of Moscow according to 
well known English industrialists now visiting in 
the United States. Instead in the future theje 
is to be more cooperation between capital and 
labor, and already, one of the visitors declared, 
"the by-products of cooperation are many and 
striking. British labor is not looking to Moscow 
for leadership, and it has ho use for class hatred 
and revolution. It realizes that its prospects for 
betterment is through the prosperity of industry." 


The swing of British labor away from the 


radieafe ia the past Jew months has indeed been 
a reassuring sign o* world sanity. The-time was 
when'it looked as" though British labor might go 
radical. After the British government had rec- 
organized'the red's, the communists immeCiately 
began to bore from within, and to try to sap the 
foundations of British constitutional government. 
When the-disastrous general strike was declared 
the reds were busy everywhere sowing the seed 
of discord and attempting to fan the flames of 
revolution. 


But the radicals did not win and the con- 


structive labor leaders began to get control of 
the labor movement in Great. Britain, just as 
they have had control of the labor movement in 
the United States. As a result there has been 
more cooperation between employer and em- 
ploye in the nast few months. 


The world-wide signs are .indeed not encour- 


aging from ' the communist standpoint. In 
China the reds seem to have decidedly-the worst 
of it'; their schemes on the continent of Europe 
seem to have gone awry; there is no little or no 
danger of a successful red movement in France 
or Germany, and the swing to the right of the 
labor movement in Great Britain has" been noted 
above. 


In*the United States the communists are 


busy as usual boring from within, in this cam- 
paign year they have filed a ticket in the majority 
of the states and have used this as a vehicle for 
training red speakers for the future. But in this 
country the responsible labor leaders have always 
stood against' Moscow domination and will con- 
tinue so to stand. It is too bad that a few of 
our so-called intelligentsia do not have the good 
sense to follow suit. 


The workers in America have realized for 


a long time that the best thing for their cause 
. is not revolution, but stable government, and a 
prosperous industry. 
If this is becoming the 


concensus of opinion among the laboring groups 
in Great Britain the red cause there is indeed 
on the wane.

PREHISTORIC TEMPLE 


LI 


Lexington, Ky. (£•)—Discovery 


of new evidence of a tribe 
of 


pre-hidtoric "Indians in, Chris- 
tian county of western Kentucky 
is reported by Prof. W. D. Funk- 
houser and Prof. W. S. Webb of 
the University of Kentucky, who 
have been excavating an ancient 
ceremonial mound. The objects 
disclosed by the 
search 
are 


among the most ancient 
ever 


found in Kentucky, 
university 


archeologists declare. 


The Christian county mound 


was 10 feet high and had a rad- 
ius of about 75 feet. A crew of 
laborers removed 1,600 
cubic 


yards of dirt before the scienti- 
fic investigators relieved 
the 


workmen for the final excavat- 
ing. 


The base of the mound, it was 


found, had been used as a cere- 
monial site with ancient altars, 
skeletons, pottery 
and other 


signs of pre-historic life 'in evi- 
dence. Foundations of the struc- 
tures of worship indicated that 
the houses were built by sink- 
ing rows of posts for the walls, 
with posts in the center, to sup- 
port the roof made of interwoven 
brush and twigs. Three 
such 


structures had been built on the 
location. One would be 
built 


then burned and covered with 
sod and a new erected.

(Chagasia) bathanus, in honor of 
its discoverer, C. H. Bath, sani- 
tary inspector at Gatun. 
Al- 


though a number have 
since 


been captured and studied, Dr., 
Curry is inclined to believe it I 
has little or no importance as a 
malaria carrier. 


"So thoroughly have the mos- 


quitoes of Panama been studied 
by our own workers and others," 
he says, "that only seldom do we 
find a new species to add.to the 
about 140 species now listed. Es- 
pecially in the last few years 
have 
the 
Anopheles 
been 


watched closely, as each sanitary 
inspector has a compound mi- 
croscope of adequate power, and 
practically every specimen that 
is taken passes under its lens." 


Mr. Bath found his mosquito 


as a well developed larva in a 
"pothole" in the rocky bed of 
one of the small streams from 
the hills above the Agua Clara 
reservoir, which 
had 
" 
been 


drained only a short time before. 
They apparently breed only in 
rapid streams and have remark- 
able power of resisting 
flood 


and wave and 
current. 
The 


scarcity of such streams near 
the settled parts of the Canal 
Zone and the difficulty of reach- 
ing them through the jungle, ev- 
en when a trail has been 
cut,
